Dummkopfe! 


NE day they called off the racing program at 

Detroit because the horsemen were so un- 
cooperative that they failed to make enough en- 
tries to satisfy the management. This was a blow 
that horsemen scarcely could bear, since it re- 
duced the Detroit meeting from 85 to 84 days, un- 
less an extension could be arranged. The man- 
agement went on to explain that unless trainers 
and owners learned to cooperate better, the whole 
meeting would be called off. 

So horsemen cooperated. Until last Thursday, 
when they became uncooperative again and made 
so few entries that only seven races were sched- 
uled for Friday, June 29. This occasion brought 
forth a story published in the racing papers and 
bearing the literary earmarks of Judge Joseph A. 
Murphy, steward representing the Michigan State 
Racing Commission and lifelong friend and pro- 
tector of horsemen. From this story we quote: 


When it was apparent that to fill an eight-race 
card it would be necessary to canvass the stable 
area and solicit performers, the management an- 
nounced there would be no vacillating and that if 
horsemen wanted only seven events, since their un- 
cooperative attitude implied such, then there would 
be but seven races. ... 


The management is at a loss to determine the rea- 
son for the ‘'situation,” that is, the lack of entrants. 
A most tolerant viewpoint has been taken by offi- 
cials of the Detroit Racing Association and, as has 
been expressed before, surely the purse disburse- 
ment is lucrative enough to attract competition. .. . 
Then on June 30 the whole meeting was called 

off and Manager George W. Lewis told the news- 
papers that “horsemen are entirely responsible” 
and “haven’t shown the slightest desire to cooper- 
ate.”” It was virtually certain, said the Detroit 
News, “that officials of the Detroit Racing Asso- 
ciation do not plan any resumption of racing this 
season.” (Pass us a grain of salt, please.) 

It is very hard to understand what the horse- 
men in Detroit are thinking about, especially if 
you don’t ask them. They must be a hard-headed 
lot if they do not understand that cooperation is 
the best policy for anybody who races at Detroit.

They don’t put up with any monkey business up 
there. You just do what they tell you to do, and 
you'll get along all right. But some people don’t 
seem to be able to get this through their thick 
heads. For instance, we know one of these 
numbskulls. Last summer they told him to put 
some of his horses in such and such races, and he 
said the horses they wanted weren’t ready to run. 
And they accused him of trying to pick his own 
spots, trying to run his horses where he wanted 
to. And this year they didn’t give him any stalls, 
either. 

And then there have been some other smart- 
alecks who decided they would ship their stables 
away from Detroit in the middle of one of the 
meetings. Then maybe next year they would 
come asking for stalls and would act hurt when 
they were turned down. The nerve of some people! 

You would have thought that, after several 
years of weeding out these recalcitrant fellows, 
Detroit would not have been plagued by unco- 
operative horsemen in what may be its final sea- 
son of operation. But in spite of all these pre- 
cautions the management is still having trouble 
with these selfish, ignorant, ungrateful non-co- 
operators. 

You just can’t imagine the lengths to which 
some horsemen will go. For instance, Detroit is 
running a heavy schedule of claiming races, and 
if the horsemen would only make enough entries 
in these races, it would be only a short while be- 
fore all the animals could be claimed by persons 
who are good, responsible, dependable cooperators. 

What makes them hang back and fail to make 
entries we don’t know. Surely they don’t think 
they can get away with anything like that. 

Not at Detroit. 

Of course, it is all very hush-hush and mysteri- 
ous, as if something were going on which wouldn’t 
do some prominent people any good if anybody 
ever found out about it. But we'll tell you what 
we think about it. 

We have a suspicion that these horsemen are 
getting so high and mighty that they think they

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can act the way horsemen do at other tracks. Like 
as not they think they have a right to wait until 
they can get into a race they have a chance to 
win, or something like that. There is cireumstan- 
tial evidence that some of them are trying to 
avoid losing their horses in claiming races. Some 
of them even seem to think that a mere cough or 
a runny nose is sufficient reason not to run a 
horse. 

General Manager Lewis has been utterly rea- 
sonable. He has said positively he wouldn’t run a 
meeting, also that he would run a meeting—IF 
horsemen cooperate. 

Horsemen are the contrariest people on earth, 
and it is high time we ran them all out of racing 
and got in some cooperators, the way Detroit is 
trying to do.

Two of the fastest horses ever to race at Ar- 
lington Park were Myrtlewood, a sweet filly bred 
and owned by Brownell Combs, of Lexington, and 
Clang, a $300 yearling bargain which John F. 
Clark, Jr., later of the Louisiana Racing Commis- 
sion, picked up at the Lexington Fall Sales in 
1933. Both of them still hold track records at 
Arlington Park, now dark on account of the war. 
On July 19, 1935, the 3-year-old Clang, under 105 
pounds, ran seven furlongs in 1:22, equaling the 
famous sprinter Roseben’s world’s record, set at 
Belmont Park in 1906. Three days later the 3- 
year-old Myrtlewood, under 1138 pounds, ran six 
furlongs in 1:09%. Clang’s mark has never been 
bettered and Myrtlewood’s has been beaten only 
once in America, in a memorable battle, head-and- 
head around the course, at Cincinnati’s Coney 
Island track on October 12, 1935, when Clang de- 
feated Myrtlewood by inches, six furlongs in 
1:09%. 

Arlington Park’s stakes schedule now includes 
races named for both Clang and Myrtlewood, and 
this year’s running of the Clang Handicap fell, by 
coincidence, to a daughter of Myrtlewood. The 
handsome filly, to hold the lead which she took 
shortly after the break, had to run on as gamely 
as ever her mother had done, and was under a 
constant challenge from the filly Sigma Kappa, 
which she was conceding ten pounds. She won by 
a nose, over a track from which the dust was fly- 
ing. But if Myrtlewood could have read the pa- 
pers the next morning she would have blushed. 
The time for the six furlongs was 1:14%. 

But it wasn’t Durazna’s fault. Three other six- 
furlong races had been run that day, and they 
ranged in time from 1:16 to 1:17%. 

During the spring of this year the Chicago area 
had a tremendous amount of rain, and the Wash- 
ington Park track superintendent, in a desperate 
effort to assure a footing that would keep a horse 
from sinking into the low-lying track, spread vast 
quantities of coarse sand over the racing strip. 
Horses’ feet went far down into it and then 
slipped when the animals sought to drive’ them- 
selves forward. When the meeting had gone five 
days the management began to draw tons of sand 
away from the inner rail and haul it off the 
course, and when the meeting reached its sixth

But Occupy, 
whether because he found himself lost on the diffi- 
cult track or for some other reason, failed to show 
any speed and was a weary last. The race all the 
way was between the two fillies. David Straus’ 
old campaigner Daily Trouble made a good run 
from last place to finish third, but was still six 
lengths back of the leaders at the finish.

Apache, set- 
ting the pace from the beginning, ran the first 
half in 4545 seconds, the six furlongs in 1:1035.

Two of the country’s most powerful stables, 
Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, trained by the 
wizard Ben Jones, and Mrs. Elizabeth Nightingale 
Graham’s Maine Chance Farm, trained by the 
wizard Tom Smith, last’ week opened a battle of 
massive proportions on the sandstrewn stretches 
of Washington Park.

About two months before the Saratoga yearling 
sales of 1940 Harrie B. Scott, of Lexington, was 
faced with a ticklish problem. Among the year- 
lings he was preparing for the sales was a bay 


colt by *Blenheim II out of Gas Bag, by Man o’ 
War. This colt was a fine, well grown yearling, 
though foaled as late as May 13, and was expect- 
ed to bring a very good price. These expectations 
were badly damaged about two months before the 
sale when Scott noticed that the Gas Bag colt 
had developed a big and extremely unsightly 
curb on his left hind leg. 

Furthermore, the colt was not Scott’s sole prop- 
erty, since his dam Gas Bag had been leased by 
her owner, Samuel D. Riddle, to Scott and Riddle 
as partners breeding for public sale. Possbily 
due to the partnership interests, the colt was sub- 
mitted to public auction in spite of his glaring 
curb. Nearly everyone who inspected the colt 
at Saratoga made a note of his curb, and there 
was much shaking of heads and marking of cata- 
logues. 

At least one buyer at the sales, however, did 
not believe that this curb would prevent the colt 
from training soundly. This was Dan B. Mid- 
kiff, of Lexington, who was at that time advising 
Louis B. Mayer of Hollywood on his early pur- 
chases of Thoroughbreds. He became the buyer 
at $3,500, and the colt was shipped to California 
for his early racing under the training of Clyde 
Van Dusen, in the colors of Mr. Mayer. 

As a 2-year-old the colt, named Thumbs Up, 
showed high promise at the Santa Anita Park 
meeting, where he was a good winner and was 
second in the Santa Barbara Stakes. Altogether 
that year he ran nine times to win three, run sec- 
ond once, and third once. At three, he was con- 


siderably better, winning seven races including 
three stakes, the Glencoe Handicap, the Great 
Western Handicap, and the traditional Maryland 
Handicap. His 4-year-old form was still better, 
as he won the Butler Handicap at Empire City, 
the Washington Park Handicap, and the Havre 
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de Grace Handicap. Though he won only four 
races at four, his earnings were $97,100. 

Thumbs Up’s 5-year-old racing was confined to 
one start, in which he finished second and he was 
set aside on account of unsoundness. His 6-year- 
old campaign began on May 23 at Santa Anita 
Park, in a six-furlong allowance race for which he 
was an even-money favorite, but for which he was 
beaten a nose by Texas Sandman, receiving ten 
pounds. This race brought him on, as in his next 
start, a week later, he beat Texas Sandman five 
lengths at a mile and a sixteenth in 1:44% ata 
difference of only six pounds. The next start was 
in a seven-furlong handicap on June 16, in which 
he carried 128 pounds and won by half a length in 
1:22%. It was now plain that he could carry 
weight, and that his speed was razor-sharp. 

The Santa Anita Handicap, the first renewal of 
the courtry’s richest stakes since the 1941 meet- 
ing, was run on June 30. Thumbs Up was top 
weight, 130 pounds. Gay Dalton, the Mexican 
champion, carried 126 pounds. The race was run 
at a scorching pace, the quarter-mile fractions 
being :22%, :46%, 1:10%, 1:35%, 2:01%. 

This time equals the record for the track and 
for the race, established by Seabiscuit in 1940. 
Both Thumbs Up and Seabiscuit carried 130 
pounds. From the standpoint of time and weight 
the performance of Thumbs Up was first-class. 


Thumbs Up was well placed from the start. At 
the half he was a little more than three lengths 
off the pace; at the three-quarters he was slightly 
more than two lengths off it; at the mile he was 
leading by a head; in the stretch he was chal- 
lenged and for a time passed by Texas Sandman, 
but he ran on with courage and got up to win by 
a head from Texas Sandman, with Gay Dalton 
beaten half a length for second place. 

The field brought together the best older horses 
in training on the West Coast, but it hardly meas- 
ured up in class to the horses which contested the 
Santa Anita Handicap until 1941. Most of the 
top flight handicap horses are training ing the 
East and Middle West, and the difficulties and 
delays in shipping prevented many of them under- 
taking the long trip west. 

After competing in the 1%-mile San Juan Cap- 
istrano Handicap on July 7, he will be shipped, 
along with Busher, Whirlabout and other high- 
class performers, to Washington Park for the 
principal stakes events there.

Three Days and a Sale 


ONDON, June 24.—There is to be a three-day 

meeting at Newmarket on July 10, 11, 12— 
the first three-day meeting accorded to us during 
the war since 1940, when we were still having 
four-day fixtures. Messrs. Tattersall are taking 
advantage of the situation by holding a three- 
day sales session, on July 9, 10, 11. I cannot say, 
out of hand, how good it will be, because I have 
not as yet received a catalogue (printing delays 
persist), but at first sight the lots for sale look 
fairly ordinary. Nearly all the big studs are 
holding back for the September Sales, and we 
shall not even see the National Stud yearlings 
or those of the Aga Khan’s studs; these in the 
past have sent the averages up. 

Yearlings sold in July, 1944, numbered 55 and 
averaged 501 guineas. (This contrasts with the 
1944 September average of 1,131 guineas). Now 
we are to have about 140 yearlings, and I do not 
suppose they will average as much as 500 guineas, 
if that. 


Notes on Sires of Winners 


S there appears to be no really outstanding 

youngster, judged by breeding credentials, it 
might.be of greater interest to you if I were to 
indicate how the better known sires have been 
faring with their produce in England during the 
first half of the current season. The period is 
from April 2 to date and of course covers only a 
limited number of meetings, approximately 270 
races. 

Blue Peter (by Fairway) has had 4 winners, 
including last year’s Derby winner, Ocean Swell. 
He has had no winning 2-year-olds as yet. 

Bobsleigh (by Gainsborough) has had 5 win- 
ners. Four of them are 2-year-olds, including 
Downrush, a smart colt out of Hecate, by Fel- 
stead. 

+Brumeux (by *Teddy) has two winners. One 
of them, Borealis, is an important challenger for 
the coming Ascot Gold Cup. 

+Bois Roussel (by Vatout: out of the dam of 
*Sir Gallahad III, *Bull Dog, *Quatre Bras II, 
*Bel Aethel, etc.) has 7 winners. They include 
the 1944 St. Leger wianer and prospective Gold 
Cup winner Tehran, and 3 juveniles. 

Dastur (by Solario out of *Bahram’s dam) has 
5 winners, of which 2 are juveniles. 

+Donatello II has one winner, a 2-year-old. 

Fair Trial (by Fairway) has 12 winners. These 
include the Two Thousand Guineas winner Court 
Martial and 6 2-year-olds. 

Fairway (by Phalaris) has 10 winners. They 
include a very good sprinter, Honeyway (one does 
not look to Fairway for sprinters as a rule) and 
only 2 juveniles. This is not unusual, although 
Fairway was the leading sire of winning juveniles 
in 1943; also, his best 2-year-olds normally are 
not exploited early in the season. 

Foxhunter (by Foxlaw, and now in Argentina) 
has 3 winners; no 2-year-olds. 
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+Gold Bridge (by *“Golden Boss) has 4 winners. 
His 2-year-old Vilmorin, out of Queen of the 
Meadows, shows great promise. 

Hyperion (by Gainsborough out of the dam of 
“Sickle and *Pharamond II) has 9 winners. These 
include the One Thousand Guineas and Oaks win- 
ner Sun Stream and 4 juveniles. The 2-year-olds 
are all good and include the Coventry Stakes win- 
ner Khaled, out of Eclair, of which I wrote last 
week. 

+*Mahmoud (by *Blenheim II and now in U. S. 
A.) has 2 winners, Madrassi, out of Ann Gudman, 
and Treasury, out of Birth Royal, by Birthright; 
both are 4-year-olds. 

+Nearco (by Pharos) has 10 winners. These in- 
clude the Derby winner Dante; Naishap:ur, nar- 
rowly beaten in the Oaks; and 4 juveniles. The 
juveniles include Rivaz, out of Mumtaz Begum, 
the best filly so far seen out. 

Panorama (by Sir Cosmo) has 5 winners, with 
only one 2-year-old. 

+Mieuxce (by Massine) has two winners; no 2- 
year-old. 

+Pont l’Eveque (by Barneveldt and now in Ar- 
gentina) has 2 3-year-olds. 

Precipitation (by Hurry On) has 5 winners; 
none is a 2-year-old, as might be expected of the 
sire, which did not race until he was three. 

*Rhodes Scholar (by Pharos and now in U. S. 
A.) has 3 winners. These are Head Worker (4, 
out of Berette, by Felstead), Clever Lad (4, out 
of Whin, by Winalot), and Oxonian (5, out of In- 
vermaid, by Ethnarch). 

*The Satrap (by The Tetrarch and sent to U. 
S. A. in 1926 and returned) has 4 winners, includ- 
ing a 2-year-old out of Nitokris, by “Mahmoud. 

Signal Light (by Pharos) has 5 winners, in- 
cluding 3 2-year-olds. 

Solario (now dead, by Gainsborough) has 6 
winners, no 2-year-olds. His best may be the 3- 
year-old Copernicus, out of Fair Cop, by Fairway.

Son of Mistress Ford 


Editor's note. The following notes, under date 
of May 21, have been delayed in publication be- 
cause of lack of space. : 


EANWHILE, another classic candidate has 

come to the fore. The Aga Khan and his son 
the Ali Khan bought for 2,900 guineas, in July, 
1943, the yearling colt, Fordham. Fordham was 
bred by Edward Esmond, whose recent death in 
New York, I very much regret to learn, from his 
own stallion Foxhunter (now in, or on his way to, 
South America), and the very charming French 
Oaks winner Mistress Ford; Mistress Ford was 
happily evacuated to this country in 1940, just 
before France was invaded. 

Put into training as a 2-year-old, Fordham ran 
five times, winning twice. He always ran in good 
company, and at the end of the year was placed 
twentieth in the Free Handicap, 12 pounds below 
Dante.

Notes on the Opening 


QUEDUCT is crowded when there are 15,000 
people there, a number which is not likely to 
be realized this year, barring earthquake, maybe. 
The management thought for a moment of July 4, 
shuddered, and began asking to have racing on 
that date moved to Belmont Park, a transfer 
which was subsequently approved by the State 
Racing Commission. This is probably a lasting 
precedent—no other New York track can hold a 
holiday crowd, and they don’t do too well on Sat- 
urdays. 

Stymie, which ran second to *Olympic Zenith 
in the Queens County Handicap, has always been 
subject to gyrations in the gate. Last year in the 
Westchester he turned his head sidewise and 
bowed his neck when he tried to come out. This 
time he sat down in the gate like a dog does 
I do not mean dogs sit in the gate, though they 
run unchecked through the infield—and was lifted 
up by the tail. Experiments to get him to keep up 
with the pace have failed; if he is to run any sort 
of race he has to be allowed to drop out of every- 
thing and then come rushing up at the end. 

Columbus O’Donnell, who ran a Menow filly on 
opening day, is the son of Mrs. Barclay K. Doug- 
las, owner of the Mill River Stable. He is in the 
Navy now and this is the only horse he has, but he 
hopes to have a larger stable later. He was a 
schoolmate of young P. A. B. Widener III some- 
where. 

Ace Card, which burned out Flyweight in a 
$5,000 overnight purse opening day, is another of 
the “Pavot cross’—Case Ace on: Man War— 
and she was a stakes winner last year. She is a 
good-sized filly with splendid shoulders and a deep 
chest, and a little light through the middle. 


Mushing Too Fast 


EWCOMER on the program was Mush Mush, 

a 2-year-old *Mahmoud filly out of Traffic, 
and thus a half-sister to Traffic Court. The C. V. 
Whitney farm lost Traffic this year—she was 
pretty old—and of course had sold her best known 
daughter, but Mush Mush, winning quite nicely, 
insured the farm of a good representative of the 
line. On the first Saturday Mush Mush did much 
better. She was in with War Kilt for the Astoria, 
and the Man o’ War filly had run such a smashing 
race at Belmont Park that nobody gave Mush 
Mush a very good chance. 

But Forgetmenow took War Kilt by the head, 
and away they went to the eighth-pole. It was a 
pretty sight from the stand, but I doubt if Train- 
ers Ruff and Osborne got much pleasure from it. 
The leaders killed each other off, as you’d expect, 
and Mush Mush, which had been galloping sensi- 
bly behind, ran over them both to win rather well. 
There was a disposition to think we’d been a little 
high on War Kilt, not because she lost, which 
under the circumstances could surprise no one, 
but because Forgetmenow shook her off for second 
place. War Kilt runs with her head high, as 
many of her breed do, and she is such a handsome 
filly that I want to see her in at a more sensible 
early pace before making another guess about her. 
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Jeep Takes a Holiday 


HE C. V. Whitney fortunes, pretty well up this 

year, very nearly suffered a serious loss in 
Jeep. He had seemed all right up to the Belmont, 
but though he closed ground at the end he didn’t 
have his usual zip at the finish. He explained this 
fully by developing a fever of 105 degrees that 
night, and for two or three days he was an ex- 
tremely sick horse. After that he began to pick 
up and at the end of the week he was grazing 
voraciously on a shank outside the stable. 

He must have lost at least 75 pounds, maybe 
more, during his brief but severe illness, and he 
isn’t going to be up to form right away. He 
won’t start in anything this side of the Saratoga 
meeting, and maybe not then. Trainer Ruff’s 
plans are quite simple: “I’m going to let him walk 
until I can’t keep him on the ground, and then 
we'll start going along with him.” 


Namesake 


AROL, a maiden 2-year-old which ran twice 

during the first week, is named for a living 
person and I bet Mr. Klees doesn’t know it. The 
namesake, when last employed at a gainful occu- 
pation, was king of Roumania. This story was 
told in print before, but it was six or seven years 
back. 

The events leading up to Carol started off when 
Edgar Zantker, who leases a part of the old 
Nursery Stud, found himself with a filly by Wise 
Counsellor—Supreme Lady. He decided to name 
her Magda, for Magda Lupescu, who at the time 
could have been described as a wise counsellor or 
supreme lady either, in Roumania. Mr. Zantker 
had kicked around in the Balkans a while, dis- 
tributing news reels, I think, and this occurred to 
him sooner than it would to you or me. 

Well, there is a rule against naming a horse for 
a living person without his or in this case her con- 
sent, so what did Mr. Zantker do but sit down and 
write to Bucharest to see if it suited everybody 
over there. Back came an answer with the royal 
coat of arms a hand high, from the Minister in 
Charge of Horses Named for Associates of the 
King, or some such, saying that King Carol 
thought it was all right and Madame Lupescu 
was willing. Only she wanted to depose that her 
name wasn’t Magda (which it seems is the Rou- 
manian equivalent of Mrs. or Madam), it was 
Elena, but her best friends called her Dou Douia 
(I have no idea of what this is the Roumanian 
equivalent), and she thought Dou Douia would 
do. Mr. Zantker thought it would too. 

It would make a better story to say that Dou 
Douia won the Oaks and the Alabama Stakes, but 
somebody would look it up. Matter of fact she 
wasn’t very sound and only ran six times, being 
second or third in three of them. Her first foal 
was this colt by Heather Broom, and I guess Mr. 
Zantker figured that mail service to Roumania 
(wait a minute—history has moved on and it’s 
Mexico now) being what it is, he’d just try to run 
Carol through, trusting that Mr. Klees would take 
it to mean, to quote the dictionary, “To sing, esp. 
joyfully.”

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They’d Only 
Had Horses 


By Col. Thomas J. Johnson 


Text of an address made June 30 before the 
Thoroughbred Club of America. 


S a guest and as a member of this club, I have 

been invited, a number of times, to talk to you 
about the horse and mule in our Army, the work 
of the Remount Service, and the use of the horse 
and mule in highly mechanized modern warfare. 
My first talks were during the five years (1930- 
35) that I was in charge of the Remount Office 
here in Lexington. Later (1935-39) as Chief of 
Remount with headquarters in Washington, I was 
able to tell you of the proven necessity for horses 
and mules in the Spanish Civil War. This war, 
as you know, was used by Germany and Italy as 
the proving ground for many new developments 
in arms, materiel, tactics, etc., etc., used later in 
World War II. More recently, on short visits, 
during my four years duty in Peru, I have had the 
opportunity to discuss with you the use of the 
horse and mule in that and other South American 
countries with which I am familiar. Now back 
again with you—this time to stay, as I am on 
leave awaiting retirement which will be effective 
October 31—I have been asked to discuss the fu- 
ture of the horse and mule in our Army. 

First I wish to make it perfectly plain that, 
having been on duty in South America for the 
past four years, I have no personal, first-hand 
knowledge of the use of animals or the War De- 
partment policies in regard thereto in this War. 
But being intensely interested and having always 
believed so thoroughly that no Army was complete 
without its proper quota of horses and mules and 
mounted organizations, I have followed develop- 
ments in this regard very closely. A number of 
our leading generals have reported the lack of 
them, especially in Sicily and Italy, and their 
statements, better than anything else, prove the 
absolute necessity for such troops in modern 
armies—Drew Pearson and other critics notwith- 
standing. 

This is a mechanized age and armies are highly 
mechanized and that is as it should be. Man or 
animal should not be called upon to do a job which 
a machine can do as well or better. However, it 
has been definitely proven that the infantryman 
must finish what the Air and Armored Forces 
commence and that there are things which the 
horse and mule can do which machines cannot do. 
Never before have the effects of terrain and 
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Sliding Right Back 

Editor’s note. In an article under date of 
June 27 the Washington columnist Drew 
Pearson explained to his millions of readers 
something about the stupidity of the United 
States Army, which up to now had been con- 
sidered pretty good. Mr. Pearson pointed a 
very accusing finger at “one little item tucked 
away in the Army appropriation bill,” an 
item of $1,430,000 for horses. 

“Not a single cavalry operation has been 
used in the entire war,” said Mr. Pearson. 
“).. Yet U. S. Army chiefs are still spending 
money on horses and asking for peacetime 
conscription of the type France had before 
she fell in 1940. ... It looks as if the Army 
was sliding right back to its old peacetime 

When several million persons who don’t 
know much about such things are told that 
the Army is stupid to spend money on horses, 
it is likely enough that they will believe it. If 
legislators, who are quite responsive to public 
opinion, solidly founded or not, happen to be- 
lieve it and withdraw the appropriation for 
the Remount breeding program and for caval- 
ry animals, they may make a decision of a 
permanent nature. Horses are not like tanks 
and airplanes; you don’t put up factories and 
make machine tools and turn out horses and 
horsemen. When the continuity is broken the 
mistake cannot well be retrieved. 

A well documented case for the need of 
horses and mules in this war, and for the 
need of men trained in horsemanship, was 
presented Saturday, June 30, at the meeting 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America at the 
Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, by Col. Thomas 
J. Johnson, former chief of the Remount Di- 
vision of the United States Army. The full 
text of his address is given here.

Remount breeding program and other activi- 
ties with horses is less than the cost of one 
superfortress.

caissons and guns, horses have kept pace with 
the Red Army. 


In Italy the cry for horses, mules and more 
horses became almost a how! during the past 
winter months as troops operating in treach- 
erous mountain country faced the problem of 
packing in good, ammunition and other sup- 
plies and packing out wounded men. Once 
again, the horse filled the vital need, and 
many an old cavalryman watching man’s 
beast of burden pass a column of mud-em- 
bedded motor transport smiled a knowing 
smile and kept his peace. 


The German Army has used the horse to 
supplement its motor transport from the first 
day of war, and on the Eastern front has de- 
veloped the use of animal-drawn vehicles to a 
scale almost equalling that of World War I. 
In China, both the Japanese and Chinese find 
the military value of the horse undiminished 
when used to support campaigns in mountain- 
ous terrain. And the god of war, still crazy 
over horses, has given many a recent victory 
to the army commander who has been able to 
assemble sufficient animals to meet the needs 
of the military situation—planes, trucks and 
tanks notwithstanding. 

It is particularly to the point that our greatest 
commander of Armored Forces—General George 
S. Patton—has stated on numerous occasions that 
cavalry has been badly needed and if he had had 
a division of horse cavalry in Tunisia and Sicily 
the bag of Germans would have been a lot bigger. 
To quote from one of his typical statements: 

In almost any conceivable theatre of opera- 
tions, situations arise where the presence of 
horse cavalry, in a ratio of a division to an 
army, will be of vital moment. 


It is the considered opinion, not only of my- 
self but of many other general officers who 
took their origin from the infantry and artil- 


lery, that had we possessed an American cav- 
alry division with pack artillery in Tunisia 
and in Sicily, not a German would have es- 
caped, because horse cavalry possesses the 
additional gear ratio which permits it to at- 
tain sufficient speed through mountainous 
country to get behind and hold the enemy un- 
til the more powerful infantry and tanks can 
come up and destroy him. 


To give a more detailed picture, I quote Lieu- 
tenant General Truscott, who commanded the 
Fifth Army with such excellent results in the 
Italian campaign. He says: 


The 10th Mountain, as you know, did a 
magnificent job all the way through. Only 
one combat team was completely equipped 
with mules during the recent operation. The 
others had improvised motor transport. How- 
ever, without the mules the operation would 
not have been possible. In addition to the 
mules with the 10th Mountain Division, you 
may be interested to know, we also used some 
21 pack companies, Italian, and without this 
animal support the operation of the Fifth 
Army in the mountains of Italy would never 
have been possible. 


The full animal strength of this division, ac- 
cording to Tables of Organization, was 6,152 
horses and mules. The 21 Italian pack compa- 
nies referred to by General Truscott, had an aver- 
age of 200 mules per company and were used for 
quartermaster supply. The normal load for the 
small Italian mule is 130 pounds; the average 
American mule easily carries twice as much. The 
Cavalry Journal quoted Lieutenant General Tru- 
scott as follows: 


The need for mounted reconnaissance and 
combat elements to work in close cooperation 
with the infantry in rough terrain was no 
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less marked than the need for pack animals. 
The need for such elements . . . is obvious. 
However, such elements cannot be improvised 
in combat from untrained personnel although 
we made strenuous efforts to do so. Consid- 
erable use was made of riding animals for 
command and communication purposes and, 
to a very limited extent, for scouting. 
I am firmly convinced that if one squadron 
of horse cavalry and one pack troop of 200 
mules had been available to me at San Ste- 
fano on August 1, they would have enabled 
me to cut off and capture the entire German 
force opposing me along the north coast road 
and have permitted my entry into Messina at 
least 48 hours earlier. 
The following observations of Major General 
John P. Lucas on the Italian campaign are in- 
tensely interesting: 


The infantry accomplished wonders, and I 
am convinced that no other foot soldiers in 
the world can equal the stamina of the Amer- 
ican doughboy. However, their progress was 
necessarily slow, the work tedious, and it soon 
became obvious that, unless a highly mobile 
force could encircle the withdrawing enemy, 
it would be impossible to kill him in any real- 
ly decisive numbers. 


During these operations I made strenuous 
efforts to get at least a regiment of horse cav- 
alry. There was a desperate need for some 
type of unit that could penetrate cross-coun- 
try and get through the difficult mountains at 
a decidedly faster rate than the infantry. 
Motors were tied to the roads by the inacces- 
sible terrain. Horses and men on foot were

the only things that could move. I am con- 
vineed that if I could have gotten some type 
of troops behind the Germans to work on their 
lines of communication in order to execute 
demolitions in their rear, the results in South- 
ern Italy might well have been decisive. 

Mounted units, schooled in the American 
Cavalry Doctrine, would have been the per- 
fect solution. Hardened and well trained 
horsemen possessing mobility and fire power, 
could have infiltrated through the extended 
German lines, encircled the delaying detach- 
ments and would have captured or destroyed 
those elements. This would have permitted 
the maintenance of pressure on the retreating 
énemy main forces by our infantry divisions 
in their direct pursuit and would have given 
the Germans insufficient time to prepare 
strong defensive positions to the north. As it 
was, there was no cavalry available. . There 
were only men on foot and German infantry 
withdrawing on good roads could move more 
rapidly than American infantry could move 
over rugged and mountainous terrain. 


The wonders accomplished by the Russian cav- 
alry and the Russian tank-cavalry combat teams 
are well known. However, the following short 
statement of General O. Pronin of the Red Army 
deserves special notice: 


Not a single big scale operation has been 
undertaken on the Soviet-German front with- 
out active participation of the cavalry. 
Mounted forces have consistently attacked 
German flanks and rear and helped material- 
ly in the encirclement and rout of the enemy. 
One word, “Cossack,” is enough to cause fear 
and create confusion in any enemy camp. 

The experience of this war proves that de- 


t

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spite various new weapons of warfare, Soviet 

cavalry is a powerful force for developing 

a successful offensive and is highly effective 

in defense. 

I am in no position even to guess as to the 
probable use that will be made of horses and 
mules in the Pacific theatre, but evidently plans 
for their use in China in large numbers are under 
way. It is no secret that many mules have been 
purchased by the Remount Service during the 
past year, not only for eur Army but for the 
British and recently Lowell Thomas told of mak- 
ing a flight in China with one of our veterinary 
officers, Colonel Mallon, who was then on his way 
to purchase more than a million dollars worth of 
Chinese horses for the Chinese Army. In Burma 
mules proved so necessary that they were flown 
to troops in planes and gliders and Field Marshal 
Sir Harold Alexander is quoted as saying, ‘‘The 
last thing we want in Burma is a mechanized 
army.” 

I have no further comments, in fact they are 
not needed. Evidently the general officers quoted 
above and many others know from actual experi- 
ence that the horse and mule still have an impor- 
tant role in modern mechanized warfare and will 
see that in the post-war organization of our Army 
the horse and mule are not forgotten. Unfor- 
tunately the horse and mule have always had to 
combat the highly organized and financially pow- 
erful motor lobby in Washington and often have 
come out second best. 

There is no doubt but that prior to this war, our 
Army excelled in horse-mastership and animal 
management. If not the best in the world it was 
as good as the best. The First Cavalry Division, 
before it was dismounted for duty in the South 
Pacific, was undoubtedly one of the best cavalry 
organizations of all time—with the greatest fire-

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power of any cavalry in the world. Our pack ar- 
tillery, with American mules and Phillips pack 
saddles was also the best. All of this, which took 
years to develop and master, should not be lost. 
The art must be maintained, this will be difficult 
in this mechanized age, but it is absolutely neces- 
sary and can be done. 


I have told you on several occasions that even 
here in the center of our most highly developed 
horse country it would be much easier today to 
recruit efficient personnel for a mechanized or 
motor organization than for a horse-drawn, pack 
or mounted unit. For that reason it seems sensi- 
ble that animal units in excess of their actual 
need in peacetime should be maintained in order 
that this most necessary training being given. 
Men with this training should be held in reserve 
for mounted and pack organizations and such or- 
ganization should never be used as anything 
else—their training is too valuable. 

This brings us to a subject very close to me. I, 
as you know, have been on duty with the Peruvian 
Army for the past four years, I went at the re- 
quest of the Peruvian Government to help them 
improve their horses and mules for their army. 
Last July the Peruvian Government requested a 
United State military mission to assist in the 
training of their army and I became the first 
Chief of that mission and began its organization. 

When the Chapultepec Agreement was signed

at Mexico City, real significance was given to the 
term “Hemisphere Solidarity,” a term we have 
been using rather carelessly for years and sin- 
cerely hoping that something would bring it about. 
This agreement makes “Hemisphere Defense,” 
another term very loosely used, a very real pos- 
sibility. 

All of this emphasizes the need for horses and 
mules in the Armies of all countries of the hemi- 
sphere, especially those on the Pacific Coast. This 
has been deeply impressed upon me during my 
four years in Peru. The better one knows this 
terrain, the more evident it is that the Armies of 
these countries which will form a hemisphere de- 
fense force and must have’a greater proportion of 
horse cavalry, pack artillery, and pack transpor- 
tation than any Army now in existence. 

Transportation is said to have been the limiting 
factor in the use of animals by our Armies in this 
war—but that will not be a factor in a defensive 
force. The use of animal transport by the Ger- 
mans has been enormous. We, in hemispheric de- 
fense, can and should make even greater use of 
this asset with which we are so generously en- 
dowed. 

In the western hemisphere there are only two 
countries which have horses and mules of proper 
type in sufficient numbers for exportation—the 
United States and Argentina. Most countries in 
the hemisphere will have U. S. Cavalry, Artillery, 
Remount, and Veterinary officers on duty with 
their U. S. Military Missions, just as Peru now 
has. 

Breeding programs similar to the Remount 
breeding program in this country must be started 
in all countries, as has already been done in Peru. 
These, however, will not furnish all the horses 
and mules needed, and for years these countries 
will purchase horses, mules and breeding stock

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here and in Argentina. We must be ready to meet 
this demand. 

Thanks to the Remount Breeding Plan the 
country is well prepared, but this plan must be 
carried on without curtailment and the produce 
of the plan must have a steady market. The next 
few years will be critical ones, but after that I 
predict that the horse and mule will have an hon- 
ored place in our Army, and that the Remount 
Breeding Plan will receive the appreciation it de- 
serves not only from the Army but from the coun- 
try as a whole.

Whimsical Brown Jack 


Obituaries of Steve Donoghue, who died re- 
cently in England, mentioned his winning the 
Alexandra Stakes, England’s longest flat race, six 
years running (1929-1934) with Brown Jack. 
Brown Jack’s colorful life called for a biography. 
The brown gelded son of Jackdaw—Querquidella, 
received rebuffs in horse shows and sales rings 
early in his career, finally coming into the hands 
of Sir Harold Wernher and into fame at the 
hands of Donoghue, who rode him in 40 of his 55 
starts on the fiat. (In ten hurdle races he was un- 
placed but once and won seven.) 

The horse had his peculiarities and, being great, 
could afford them. It was reported that he broke 
stride with a “peculiar two-step shuffle” as he 
neared the finish. He preferred to sit down in 
his stall while eating, and was a bit unconven- 
tional in his diet, liking bread better than hay and 
cheese better than oats. His biographer reported 
that he was no epicure when it came to cheese, 
preferring “the cheapest American cheddar.” 
When sick Brown Jack was given hot beer, eggs, 
and whiskey. He liked to sit on the iron manger 
in his stall and go to sleep. His trainer, Ivor 


Anthony, had the cold iron covered with felt, but 
Brown Jack tore it off and dropped it outside his

HE Prix du Jockey Club, or French Derby, 

which has maintained its continuity through 
the hostilities in Europe, was won June 24 by 
Marcel Boussae’s Coaraze, son of the great sire 
Tourbillon and the crack race mare Corrida, ac- 
cording to sketchy reports by cable. The winner 
was bred by Marcel Boussac, who also bred and 
raced both the sire and dam. 

Tourbillon won the French Derby of 1931 and 
was narrowly beaten for the Grand Prix de Paris. 
His dam, Durban, had been the best 2-year-old 
filly of her year in France. She was of interest 
to breeders in U. S. A. due to the American 
strains in her pedigree. Her sire, *Durbar II, the 
English Derby winner of 1914, was a grandson of 
the American-bred mare Urania, by Hanover. 
Her dam, Banshee, won the French equivalent of 
the Gne Thousand Guineas and was by the Amer- 
ican-bred Irish Lad out of the American-bred 
Frizette. 

These American strains excluded Tourbillon 
from admission to England’s General Stud Book. 

Tourbillon’s stud record in France has ranked 
him among the very best stallions in Europe. He 
sired Cillas, winner of the French Derby of 1938, 
and Djebel, winner of the 1939 Middle Park 
Stakes and 1940 Two Thousand Guineas against 
the best English colts, and numerous other top- 
class performers.

Corrida, the dam of Coaraze, was one of the 
great race mares of the European Turf. At two 
she won the Prix Morny, the principal 2-year-old 
stakes of the Deauville meeting. As a 35-year-old 
she contested the One Thousand Guineas, the 
Oaks, and Coronation Stakes in England, but was 
unplaced in all of them; her only victory in eight 
starts was in the Grand Prix de Marseille. 

Her best year came as a 4-year-old, when she 
won seven of her twelve starts, including the 
Hardwicke Stakes at Ascot in England, the Prix 
de l’Are de Triomphe (generally regarded as the 
all-aged championship of the Continent, at a mile 
and a half) in France, and the Grand Interna- 
tional d’Ostende in Belgium. She was also sec- 


ond in the Brown Ribbon at Munich in Germany.

International at Ostend, Belgium, and went to 
Berlin to win the Grand Prize of the Capital of 
the Reich at a distance of 2,400 meters (about a 
mile and a half). 

The crowning event of her career was her sec- 
ond victory in the Are de Triomphe, when she 
got up in a desperate finish to win by a nose. 

It is difficult to estimate Corrida’s earnings ac- 
curately, due to the fact that she won stakes in 
four different countries over a period of four sea- 
sons. The British Bloodstock Breeders’ Review 
calculated Corrida’s earnings at the rates of ex- 
change when the earnings were made, as 47,375 
English pounds. The American Racing Manual 
reports her earnings as $233,210. During the war 
she disappeared and she was still mysteriously 
missing at the last available report. 

*Fairy Gold, whose influence in the United 
States has been so far-reaching through her sons 
Fair Play and Friar Rock and others, is the tail- 
female ancestress of Corrida and Coaraze. She 
has become one of the select band of mares whose 
descendants represent her with credit on a broad 
international scale. She was imported by August 
Belmont to the Nursery Stud, Lexington, Ky., 
and with *Rock Sand proved to be the foundation 
of Major Belmont’s success as a breeder. 

In a somewhat similar way, Marcel Boussac’s 
great success as a breeder in France was largely 
based on the American blood which Herman Dur- 
yea had imported to France. Boussac bought 
Duryea’s Haras du Gazon in Normandy, as well 
as much of the Duryea breeding stock. 

Duryea had owned the American-bred Irish Lad 
and Frizette, by Hamburg. He had bred, raced, 
and used as stallions the English Derby winner 
*Durbar II, whose second dam was by Hanover, 
and the English Two Thousand Guineas winner 
*Sweeper, by Broomstick. These animals and 


their descendants were admitted to the French 
stud book but excluded under the provisions of the 
Jersey Act from the British General Stud Book. 

Boussac’s success as a breeder in France has 
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been unrivaled for the last twenty years or so. 
He has won the French Derby with horses of his 
own breeding seven times, in 1922 with Ramus 
(by Rabelais), in 1931 with Tourbillon (by 
*Ksar), in 1933 with Thor (by *Ksar), in 1938 
with Cillas (by Tourbillon), in 1939 with Pharis 
(by Pharos), in 1944 with Ardan (by Pharis), 
and in 1945 with Coaraze (by Tourbillon). 

Of Boussac’s seven Derby winners, three are 
not Thoroughbred, according to the Jersey Act. 
None of them, and none of their descendants, are 
eligible for registration in the British General 
Stud Book. These “half-breds’” are Tourbillon, 
Cillas, and Coaraze. 

Tourbillon, which has been the mainstay of 
Boussac’s stud, is excluded on three separate 
counts in the close crosses of his pedigree. These 
are *Durbar II (a “half-bred” but winner of the 
English Derby), sire of his dam; Irish Lad, bred 
in the United States, sire of his second dam; 
Hamburg, bred in the United States and sire of 
his third dam. 

Tourbillon’s son Cillas, best 2-year-old of his 
year in France, as well as winner of the French 
Derby, is excluded from the General Stud Book 
on account of two close crosses in the pedigree of 
his dam as well as by the three through his sire. 

Afterthought: The best 3-year-olds of the last 
three years in France are Coaraze, out of Cor- 
rida, leading European money-winning mare; 
Ardan (1944), out of the French Oaks winner 
Adargatis; and Pensbury, out of *Celerina, win- 
ner of the Grand Prix de Deauville, second in the 
French One Thousand Guineas, and third in the 
French Oaks.

Speed Among Stayers 


It was twenty years ago that the celebrated 
English writer Mankato said: “A high-class race 
horse cannot have too much speed. The best-class 
stayers are able to develop as much energy as 
any sprinter.” 

We can attest to the accuracy of Mankato’s 
observation. Seabiscuit’s rush from twelfth place 
at the half-mile to first at the mile, in the Santa 
Anita Handicap of 1938 (the one he lost to Stage- 
hand by a nose) is a classic example. The Bis- 
cuit must have run that intermediate half in 
about 48 seconds; he was over eight lengths be- 
hind the leader at the half-mile mark. 

Whirlaway’s burst of speed is too remarkable 
and too recent to be forgotten. In the Preakness 
of 1941, Mr. Longtail trailed the field in eighth 
position at the half-mile, more than nine lengths 
back of the leader; yet he was leading by 1% 
lengths at the mile and won the 134¢-mile classic by 
5% lengths. He passed every horse in the field 
in that intermediate half-mile. a 

Exterminator, the distance champ, opened his 
1922 season by beating the sprint king, Billy 
Kelly, at six furlongs in the Harford Handicap. 
Prior to that race, Exterminator had not raced 
six furlongs for three years. 

Coming up to the Agua Caliente Handicap of 
1931, Sun Beau, one of the greatest 14-mile 
horses this country has ever developed, engaged 
in a six furlong race. It was his first race of 
the year and his first six furlong race in 54 
starts. At the quarter-mile Sun Beau was ninth 


in the 11-horse field, six lengths behind the lead- 
er. At the head of the stretch he was leading 
by 1% lengths, and he went on to win by 2% 
lengths in 1:11, just one-fifth of a second off the 
track record.

one time leading the field. Then he dropped out 
under pressure, and I did not notice him again. 


It now transpires that he has done a very good 
gallop on the training ground at Newmarket, and 
I believe, finished in front of Paper Weight. Now 
Paper Weight, in my opinion, is a very good colt. 
He is to run, for the first time this season, in the 
Newmarket Stakes on Wednesday, so that we 
shall soon know whether he is any good or not; 
correspondingly, we may have to revise our opin- 
ion of Fordham. 


The Princess 


E had some most enjoyable racing at Ascot 

today. Being Whit Monday, it was a gener- 
al holiday, and there was a huge crowd on the 
famous heath. You must not imagine that the 
Ascot of today is the Ascot which you have either 
seen or read about in the past. The Royal En- 
closure, for example, once the most exclusive en- 
closure in the world, has been thrown open to 
the general public, and is, in fact, a part of the 
main enclosure which we call Tattersall’s. The 
only little bit of privacy about it now is the Royal 
Box and the little stand, formerly reserved for 
very distinguished visitors and members of the 
Royal party, but now kept for members of the 
Jockey Club. 


You may imagine the delight of the crowd when 
they saw the slim figure of the King there in his 
khaki uniform. His Majesty was accompanied by 
his eldest daughter, the Princess Elizabeth, who, 
incidentally, seems to be as keen on racing as the 
King is. I forgot to tell you that she was at 
Newmarket about a month ago with Captain 
Boyd-Rochfort, watching her father’s 3-year-old 
colt Rising Light being galloped with the 5-year- 
old Fisherman’s Yarn. might mention here 
that although Rising Light did not impress me, 
when he won recently, as being good enough to 
take on the cracks in the Derby, it is now quite 
on the cards that he will be trained for the race, 
which is much more open than at one time it 
seemed to be. 


Lady Wernher’s fine stallion Precipitation, a 
half-brother to Persion Gulf, continues to do well 
at stud. He has had four winners this season in- 
cluding Sirene, a 3-year-old daughter of Ven- 
tricle (not in the stud book), which won at Stock- 
ton this afternoon. 

While on the subject of sires at stud, it may 
be worth while recording that Mrs. Macdonald- 
Buchanan is going to raise the fee of her stal- 
lion, Colorado Kid, to £98 next season. He has 
been standing at the reduced fee of £48 during 
the war, but will now revert to his pre-war figure. 
This is the first indication I have heard of the 
stud fees being raised as the result of the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the European war. 
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Six Burgoo King Winners 


At John W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm, near 
Columbus, Ohio, there were 19 foals dropped by 
mares owned by Darby Dan or permanently quar- 
tered there. When King Gail won in his first 
start at North Randall June 27 he became the 
eighth winner in this crop. The others are Darby 
Detroit, Darby Darius, Grand Burgee, Burgall, 
and Mel Crosby, all by Burgoo King; Mel Me- 
Cready, by *Pharamond II; and Rockwood Mary, 
by Granville. Grand Burgee was foaled the prop- 
erty of Arthur Bowen, of Cleveland, and was sold 
at Lexington last fall for $4,300. Rockwood Mary 
was bred by W. J. Sprow, of Sandusky, Ohio, and 
was sold privately last winter. Torrence Melrose 
bought Mel Crosby and Mel McCready as year- 
lings from Darby Dan. King Gail, by Burgoo 
King, out of Gaillonelle, and one of the most 
promising of the Burgo Kings, is owned by Anson 
Smith, of Columbus.

By Our Readers 


Editor, THE BLoop-HorsE: 


I note a newspaper article to the effect that Mr. 
Kyne, the manager of Bay Meadows track, is 
worried about the future of racing. He states 
that the thing has become too big and the only 
way to stave off disaster is to contribute most of 
the tracks’ earnings to charity. This is a remark- 
able viewpoint, and my quick conclusion is that 
many of our racing officials have not grown in 
stature with the sport itself. It is beyond me how 
anyone should characterize anything as growing 
too big merely because it has become more popu- 
lar. 

I have not been racing many years but it has 
not taken me long to come to the conclusion that 
many of the people connected with racing have 
not grown with the business and have their eyes 
focussed on the situation as it existed around the 
time of the Spanish-American War. 

From the publicity given the sport, it would 
seem that the owners are making a fortune from 
the purses won by their horses. Nothing can be 
further from the truth. A recent communication 
from Major T. H. McCreery, the president of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, states that “A competent, conservative sur- 
vey of the picture in 1944, clearly depicts a net 
loss of between 12 and 13 million dollars to the 
owners of racing stables who operated in that 
that year.” 

It is obvious that the loss will be larger this 
year due to the fact that expenses are much high- 
er, the racing season has been curtailed and the 
purses have not been greatly increased. It is 
about time that racing officialdom advised the 
public as to what happens to a purse. The gen- 
eral public, which is of course unaware of the 
situation, believes that the winning owner retains 
all of the purse, whereas the winning owner ac- 
tually retains less than 40% of the purse, after 
paying the trainer, the jockey, and staking the 
stable. 

Meanwhile, the cost of horseflesh has risen tre- 
mendously and just how will this be capitalized? 
The fact of the matter is that most purses have 
not risen in proportion to the increased burdens 
on the owners. In short, racing officialdom has 
made a terrible mess in that the information dis- 
seminated to the public has not been favorable to 
the horse interests.

Forest Retreat Farm 


HE pastures at Forest Retreat are lush and 

filled with a wide variety of legumes. They 
have been systematically mineralized and fertil- 
ized. In addition the horses are rotated round the 
different pastures, so that each year they move on 
to fresh ground on which there have been no 
horses the year before. Manager Charles Alsop 
reported that when the stock was wormed this 
spring very few parasites were found. 

The yearlings themselves are a fine group and 
had skeletons as solid and free from blemish as 
any yearlings I can recall seeing. The mares and 
foals at Forest Retreat are left out night and day 
as soon as the weather gets warm enough. The 
general health, development and soundness of the 
stock there give a strong endorsement for this 
program.

body, prominent wither, and good development in 
the second thighs. His stifle is low-set and pas- 
terns a shade short—a feature often noted in 
speedy horses. 

The bay colt out of Glitter is of the tall, slim, 
sound type, slightly over at the knees. He is all 
in balance, and will doubtless fill out into a hardy, 
sound race horse. At present he has more height 
than width, but time is very likely to change 
that. The Lotta Bull colt is of the long, low type, 
and is at present slightly higher behind than in 
front. He will be the first of his dam’s produce 
to be trained. Her previous foal died. Martha 
Washington’s bay colt is a half-brother to the 
stakes winners Royal Martha and Martha Fly and 
to six other winners. He is of high quality, has 
a good stance, an elastic action, and is slim and 
lengthy in type. 

The produce of Fair Play mares are beginning 
to become scarce. Mereworth offers one in the 
bay colt out of Everfair, the dam of five winners. 
He is a tall colt which stands well and whose ac- 
tion is all right. The bay colt out of Stylistic 
is another of good quality and light action. His 
dam has already bred four winners, two of them 
placed in stakes. 

The get of Ariel are renowned for their speed, 
and the yearlings by him are nearly all of the 
thickset, strongly muscled type. My first choice 
was the bay colt out of Anacreon, a winner of 17 
races and dam of the Kentucky Derby second, 
Broadcloth. This colt is very good over the loin 
and in the spring of rib, and has fine muscular 
development in the forearm, quarters, and inner 
and outer thighs. 

The Play Dis black colt is strong in his loin, 
high in his croup, and well muscled in his thighs, 
and has quick action. Faculty’s black colt has 
short pasterns, a flat humerus, high croup, strong 
quarter and good muscling down the hind leg. 
His stance is good and action elastic. 

The Devoted bay colt is of high quality, has 
very good action and a fine store of energy. The 
Three Cheers black colt has a good forearm and 
quarter and a high croup, and is wide-forked. 

None of these Ariel colts are likely to cause 
their trainers much concern through wasting 
away in training.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


The seven colts by the now dead *Bel Aethel 
seemed a very sensible, useful, level-headed lot. 
My first choice was the brown Marozia colt, 
which is of nice size and good length and well 
balanced. His head and eye are good, his fore 
legs are good and clean, his loins are strong and 
his ribs well sprung. The hocks are low-set and 
the inner thighs well developed. All four feet 
are white, but this was true of Hyperion, Lexing- 
ton, Commando, Gallinule, and a host of other 
pretty fair Thoroughbreds. 

The bay colt out of Antidote has a sensible 
head, good neck and forearm, and low-set stifle, 
and altogether looks a useful sort. The Glacial 
bay colt has less quality but is substantial and 
forks well. 

The Glamorous colt is long and low. His neck 
is long but strong, the wither is prominent, the 
slope of the shoulder is good, humerus rather up- 
right (frequently an indication of distance ca- 
pacity), forearm good and quarters flat. The Lady 
Stimsun colt is lengthy and has good substance. 
He is somewhat sickle-hocked, which many good 
horses have been. 

The Dispel coit is rugged and muscular, has 
square quarters, and good inner and outer thighs. 
The Glacialis colt is coarser than the others, and 
he will be a good-sized horse. His back is slight- 
ly dipped, but his action is fairly elastic. 

Display, a fiery stallion of unquenchable spirit, 
has two colts in the consignment. The chestnut 
Colonia colt is well developed and of high qual- 
ity. His eye is dark and prominent, and he has 
the well defined point of the shoulder that is 
found in so many Fair Plays. Good slope to 
shoulder. Short humerus. Excellent loin. Good 
spring of rib and good quarter. Elastic stride. 
The Pious colt looks very sound. Very high be- 
hind and somewhat dipped in the back. Good 
neck, high head, prominent eye. 

Chance Play is represented by two colts. The 
one from Indigestion is heavier and coarser than 
the Pockmantie colt, which is a good walker, well 
forked, and good through the heart. His spring 
of rib is all right, and his head is attractive. The 
son of Pockmantie can be counted among the best 
prospects in this consignment. 

The Sun Teddy—Tarn colt is a good quality, 
racy, quick specimen, with good thighs. 

The Grand Slam—Amaranth colt is well bal- 
anced, has a good expression and quick action. 

The Bull Lea—Dismay colt is at present plain 
and tall but his action is smooth. This is hardly 
the most favorable time in his development to 
judge him. 

The *Sickle—Aristocracy colt is short in height 
but girths well. His quarters, spring of rib, and 
forelegs are all good. Pasterns somewhat short. 
High quality and good energy. A colt of high 
promise, probably among the top prices. 

FILLIES 

There are five *Hairan fillies in the Mereworth 
consignment. Doubtless the general favorite will 
be the bay filly out of Lady Lark, the dam of 
Twilight Tear. She is of average size, with an 
attractice walk, elastic and quick. She is slightly 
over at the knee, which many horsemen believe 
helps in keeping racing stock sound. 

The Fast Stride filly is more thickset than most 
*Hairans but has high quality and a good stance 
and walk. The Ariel Post filly is long, low, and 
slim, and at present is high in the croup, set on 
a good straight hind leg. 

The Millmyth filly is cut in the tall slim type, 
and has a nice dark eye and low stifle, with a 
marked overstep in her walk. The Rosern filly 
is a chestnut with a flaxen mane and tail.

She has sound legs, forks well, and 
has a good slope to her shoulder. The Multiflora 
filly is somewhat small, but has good quarters and 
is well developed in the inner and outer thighs. 

There are three fillies by *Bel Aethel. The bay 
out of Avengeance has a prominent eye, good 
breadth of head, good depth through the heart, 
and good quarters. She is long, low, and thick- 
set. Another long, low one is the bay Paratroop 
filly which has a sensible disposition and a true 
walk. She is smaller than the Avengeance filly. 
The bay *Alpenstock III filly is smooth and of 
good quality. She has square quarters and fair 
development of the thighs.
